BY GLASS SHORTAGE 


DETROIT, Jan. 21.—(4)—Despite 
prospective settlement of glass indus- 
try strikes, the shortage of that prod- 
uct affected motor car manufacturing 
lines tonight. 

Chrysler Corporation closed the De- 
troit plants of its four divisions— 
Plymouth, DeSoto, Dodge and Chrys- 
ler—until Monday, announcing that 
present sources were unable to supply 
sufficient glass to meet requirements 
of the five-day production week that 
has been in effect since January 1. 
Approximately 50,000 workers were 
affected. 

General Motors Corporation, its pro- 
duction paralyzed by strikes in a num- 
ber of plants and by material short- 
ages, issued a claim late today that 
110,262 employes, representing 79 per 
cent of the total employment in 43 of 
its automotive piants, have protested 
against the interruption of operations. 

The corporation, whose officers are 
in Washington where strike settlement 
efforts are under way, said copies 
of some of the workers’ petitions ex- 
pressing satisfaction with present bar- 
gaining methods have been sent to 
President Roosevelt and to governors | 
of some of the states affected. Other | 
expressions of opposition were given | 
in mass meetings, the statement issued 
here said.

'Paris the proposal which you 80 
cogently advocate.” 

Admiral Byrd announced here in 
‘an address last June & he would de- 
vote his life to peace. 

In Boise, Idaho, on a lecture tour 
last night he reiterated his intention 
'to dedicate his efforts to peace, 
| In his letter to Dr. Butler he said 
‘that “the whole world would breathe 
'a sigh of relief’ if such a moratorium 
‘should be declared. 
| “The armistice period of half a 
vear,’ he wrote, “would give the na- 
tions time to adjust the conflicting in- 
terests and quarrels that unless check- 
ed will lead inevitably to war.” 

“Tt is a nation’s right,” he added, 
“and a duty to itself and the human 
‘race, to invite other nations to join 
in a friendly demand to quarreling 
nations that they declare a_ holiday 
on war for a reasonable period, to 
‘give them time for calm thought and 
wise planning before engaging in overt 
acts that lead to fighting. This coun- 
try, it seems to me, would have the 
right to act alone in this matter.”

RELIEF LOAD DECLINES. 


-SOPCT. FROM °35 PEAK 


3,000,000 Drawing Checks 
From U. S.; Recovery Bill 
Now $10,000,000,000. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 21.—(?) 
The nation’s relief load has dropped 
nearly 30 per cent from the peak of 
more than 5,300,000 families and sin- 
gle persons in January, 1935. 

This was disclosed today in a new 
federal survey compiled by Emerson 
|Ross and T. E. Whiting. statistical 
experts in the Works Progress Admin- 
istration.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 21. — The 
house committee on civil service today 
reported out favorably the Ramspeck 


bill extending the classified civil serv- 


ice to include postmasters of the first, 


second and third classes. 


As chairman of the committee, Rep- 
resentative Robert Ramspeck, of At- 
lanta, explained the purpose of his 
measure was to place these postmast- 
ers (fourth-class postmasters are al- 
ready classified) under civil service in 
accordance with the civil service act 
of 1883. 

Practically the same bill was forced 


'to a vote in the house during the clos- 


ing days of the last session of con- 
gress, but under suspension of the 
rules. it failed of a two-thirds majori- 
ty. The vote was 206 to 112. 

‘‘Miy measure has the indorsement 
of the Civil Service Commission, con-

ment reorganization plans and is in 
accord with the wishes of a great 
number of postmasters and members of 
congress,” the Georgian said. 

Harry B. Mitchell, president of the 
commission, has advised Ramspeck 
that all postmaster positions should 
be placed affirmatively in the competi- 
tive classified seryice.

petitive classification of the incumbent

very good roundup speech. They privately called it a ‘‘rehash,” saw 
nothing new in it of significance. — 

His literary cronies and social intimates knew different. The care- 
fully chosen language did not pass above their heads. To them, it was 
the fourth and final chapter of Mr. Roosevelt’s social philosophy, ex- 
posed more completely than ever before, the pass key to the next four 

ears. 

J Their personal tip to all students of Roosevelt and government was 
to piece together his four speeches made in the last 15 days: His mes- 
sage to congress, his budget, his government reorganization program, 
and his inaugural. To those who do so, no surprises will come in the 
next four years. 

In one brief sentence, their conception of the now complete Roose- 
velt working theory is this: : 

Create a permanent federal government, at least as big as it is now, 
but stronger, with increasing executive power to administer social justice; 
a $7,000,000,000 government, the basic principle of which is to sup- 
press the wicked, take away from those who have, give not only to those 
who have not, but ‘‘to those who have little.” : 

Note—You will get far more out of Mr. Roosevelt’s speeches than 
out of the conflicting interpretations always handed out by his associates. 
His speeches maintain a consistency which is lost to public view in the 
fog of sideline interpretations from friends trying to pull him one way 
or another. 


REVELATIONS The administration was inwardly perturbed about 

congressional consideration of the bill extending the 
President’s devaluation power and the stabilization fund. The plan by 
which it was rushed through congress in three hours was carefully cooked 
up in advance. Inside orders were issued for the Democrats to keep 
quiet and avoid debate. There was no doubt about the bill passing, but 
the administration wanted as little attention paid to it as possible. 

Even so, two of the deepest secrets of government leaked out. One 
was that the $2,000,000,000 fund shows a profit to date of probably 
several million dollars. This, however, is not enough to cover what it 
costs the Treasury in interest to keep the two billions from debt retire- 
ment. The second secret disclosed was that only one-tenth of the fund 
has been set aside for use and only. part of this $200,000,000 has ac- 
tually been used.

OBSERVATION Mr. Roosevelt’s graciousness was the main subject 
of behind-the-hand comment among those sitting 
near him at the inaugural ceremonies. The wet parade fell short of a 
new mark for political spectacles, but no one would have realized it, 
looking at the President. He gave the impression that it was the great- 
est he had ever seen. He stood while other officials sat down. He 
waved his hand directly to all friends; bowed deeply to them; his hat 
was always doffed and swept lower to passing dignitaries and semi- 
dignitaries. (Vice President Garner lifted his hat once at the start and 
let that stand for the afternoon.) 


PHRASES Since the President’s inaugural, it is no longer the “New 
Deal,” but the ‘New Order.” 

Other presidential phrases which congressmen were quick to take 
up for future use were: ‘Morality pays’’; “social justice’ (borrowed 
from Father Coughlin); ‘era of good feeling’; wiping out the line be- 
tween ‘“‘the practical and the ideal’; helping “those who have little.” 

Phrases which many a congressman scratched out to forget included 
“happy valley” (to denote the future America); “the moral climate of 
America,’ and ‘‘we are fashioning an instrument of unimagined power.” 


FAME Missing from the inaugural was the world renowned surgeon, 
Harvey Cushing.\ His daughter is son Jimmy Roosevelt's wife.

THE BIBLE. 

Talking with a group of junior boys 
the other night, one of them said, 
“Why do they have the Bible in their 
hands when they are taking the oath 
of office? What has the Bible got 
to do with politics?’ Pretty good 
question, eh? Which reminds us that 
these boys and girls take it all in. 
They do not take anything for grant- 
ed, they want to know the reason why. 
And that is fine. One of the many 
blessings of youth is the propensity 
to ask why. 

Well, I went on to explain about 
how our public officials from the days 
of Washington have placed their hands 
on the Holy Bible as they took the 
oath of the office—how this token of 
reverence and allegiance was observed 
in other realms—signifying and certi- 
fying the solemnity of the responsi- 
bility being imposed and the implied 
seriousness of purpose in receiving it. 
One of the boys said, “I see. Guess a 
fellow would feel pretty bad if he vio- 
lated hie oath after he had taken it 
with his hands resting on the Holy 
Bible.” 


“What has the Bible got to do with 
politics?” I would prefer to change 
the question to read, “What has the 
Bible to say to a nation?” That 
question had best be answered by the 
Bible itself. Look, for example, at 
the word “law” in your concordance, 
and read all the references thereto 
and you will have one of the answers 
to the question. No nation can long 
survive apart from the law of right- 
eousness set forth in the Bible. Noth- 
ing can ever destroy the nation that 
obeys the will of God. And the teach- 
ings of the Bible on the point of 
righteousness are timeless and un- 
changing. They are just as applica- 
ble to America as to Asia or Africa 
or Europe or Australia—just as ap- 
plicable today as yesterday—just as 
vital for tomorrow as for today.

North's two spade jump overcall 
was an atrocious bid, judged from 
any angle. Not only did he lack gen- 
eral honor strength for a,jump tak- 
out, but his spade suit was something 
at which to shudder. His best bid on 
the first round would have been three 


‘diamonds, with two no trump rank- 


ing as a close alternative. But bliss- 
fully aware that he already had over- 
bid his hand by a wide margin, he 
completed the bad work with another 
jump at his next opportunity. 

When West opened the heart king 
and the dummy went down, declarer 
was shocked to the core. A club and 
a spade loser appeared almost inevi- 
table. There was, however, one 
chance, and declarer promptly grasped 
it. He won with dummy’s heart ace, 
and led the queen of clubs. East cov- 
ered, the ace won, and a low club 
now was led back to the nine. To de- 
clarer’s relief, West won this trick. 

West felt positive that it would be 
fatal to lay down the heart queen, 
hence shifted to a trump. Declarer 
won and ruffed a club, then, return- 
ing with a trump, ruffed the last club. 
He regained the lead by ruffing dum- 
my’s seven of hearts, and then led 
out every trump. With three cards 
remaining (his own were the queen-8 


of spades and a trump; West’s were 
the king-7 of spades and king of 


hearts; East’s did not matter; dummy 
held the ace-6 of spades and the jack 
of hearts), the last trump put West 
out of the running. If he should dis- 
card a spade, dummy would let go the 
heart, and the spade king falling on 
the ace would promote South’s queen. 
A heart discard would establish dum- 
my’s jack. 

The squeeze was more or less ordi- 
nary, except for the splendid precau- 
tion declarer had taken in handling 
the club suit. It should be noted that 
a. lead up to the club queen (as is cus- 
tomary) would be fatal in this case. 
East would win, and his proper re- 
turn would be a*spade. With dum- 
mys spade ace thus removed prema- 
turely, the squeeze would vanish.

TION, Jan. 21.—The great drama of yesterday still persists.

The marching cadets, the tramp 
of feet, the clop, clop, clop of the hoofs of cavalry horses, the 
trim, grim guns, all made up a great show. Down the black 
ribbon of Pennsylvania avenue. 


BUT WHEN THAT WAS DONE— 

But when that was done and when the intensity of the 
drama had loosed its grip, there came the fun as a wet and 
happy throng made merry in Washington. 

The new Georgia colonels contributed two of the 
better stories. 

The regiment from West Point was given liberty leave after 
the parade, and the cadets were very much in evidence on the 
Streets. 

Now, it should be said that when the West Pomt 
cadets salute they really salute. There is no languishing 

or raising of the hand to the visor of their caps. They 

really turn out a salute. 

Sheriff Jake Hall, that grand gentleman from Decatur, was 
walking down Pennsylvania avenue after the parade. 

He forgot that he had on his colonel’s uniform, represent- 
ing his appointment to the staff of Governor E. D. Rivers. It 
was just another suit of clothes as far as he was concerned. 

Four West Point cadets swung by. They sighted 
the colonel’s insignia on Colonel Jake Hall’s uniform, 
and they threw four very fine and stylish salutes at him. 

“Hello, boys,” said Colonel Jake Hall, waving his hand 
genially and wondering why West Point should be saluting the 
high sheriff of DeKalb county. And not until they were gone 
did it occur to him they were saluting a colonel of the Georgia 
Governor's staff.

Colonels Earl Mann and Bill Davis had a narrow escape.

Washington was flooded with soldiers and marines. 

All of them were wet. But all of them got a great 

wallop out of the fact the President had torn away the 

glass booth about the reviewing stand and stood there 

in the rain to review them, saying that if the army and 

navy could march in the rain, he could stand in it. 

That little gesture made him more popular than ever with 
the men in the ranks. 


GONE WITH THE WIND. 

The Raleigh hotel, where on Tuesday evening the Georgia 
Society entertained Governor and Mrs. E. D. Rivers and the 
visiting Georgians, was a sort of unofficial headquarters for 
the visiting delegations. 

And on Wednesday evening a furious debate raged 

up and down the cocktail lounge of the Raleigh where 

the clans were gathered from north, east, south and 

west. , 

Gone With the Wind was the subject. And the words 
Yankee and Rebel were flung good naturedly back and forth. 

One middle-aged lady from New Hampshire admitted she 
had voted for President Roosevelt because of the book. ‘I am 
going to try and do everything | can for the south,”’ she said, 
“even to joining the Democratic party. That book made me 
feel awfully bad about being a Yankee.”’

DEATH TOLL MOUNTING 
OFF EUROPEAN COAST 


Many Vessels Limp to Port; 
20 Unrecovered in Sink- 
ing of Finnish Steamer. 


LONDON, Jan. 21.—(#)—Storms 
howled on through northern Europe 
tonight, accompanied by a heavy toll 
of deaths at sea. Many ships limped 
to port after battling gales for hours. 

The Scandinavian countries were 
hardest hit, but both sides »f the Eng- 
lish channel suffered from high waves 
and strong winds that shattered win- 
dows at coastal reso‘ts. 

At Aberdeen a lifeboat started 
through high seas in an attempt to 


reach the British trawler Stratherbrie 
which wirelessed for help in the North 
sea. ‘ 

Searchers unsuccessfully sought 
bodies of the captain and 24 crew 
members of the German naval experi- 
mental ship Welle which sank with 
all aboard off the German state of 
Holstein yesterday. 

20 Unrecovered. 


Also unrecovered were the 20 vic- 
tims of the sinkin, of the Finnish 
steamer Savonmaa near Kristiansand, 
Norway. Darkness and heavy seas 
prevented revovery of four bodies 
which had been sighted floating near 
the wreckage. 

A civil plane with two sons 
aboard was eight hours overdue on a 
flight across the Irish sea from Liver- 
pool to Belfast. 

The Pando liner Straithaird, home- 
ward bound from Australia, was un- 
able to enter Plymouth harbor and 
was forced to go around the coast 
toward Ilbury. 

Whipped by the winds and rain, 
the Thames river was rising slowly
